How it Can be Adulterated—Glucose 
us un lugredienut. 
From the New York Times. 
The Buriness Men's Society for the Eu- 
couragement of Moderation determined re- 
vcenily to commend to the palates of the peo- 
e the drinking of light wines, beer, ale, ete. 
‘They addressed a series of inquiries to the 
beer brewers cf this city and vicinity, toe 
rport of which was to obtain iniormation 
for publication showing how the beer aud 
ales are made, the ingredients used and sim- 
jlar tacts. The principal inquiry was direct- 
ed toward ascertaining Whetaer anything 
besides mult and hops was used in the man- 
ufscture of lager beer, andthe questions 
preparea with that end in view were framed 
appurently to still the apprehensions which 
publications in some newspapers as to the 
use of glucose, hops, essence, ste, Were Well 
caleulated to arouse. 
The Association of the United Lager Beer 


Brew ers of New York City and Vicinity re- 


plicd yesterday to the questions of the Busi- 
ness Men's Society. To the first question: 
“Do you use in the manuficture of your 
beer vorm (malted or raw), glucose, grape

‘The brewers 
who use any of these substances propose to 
discontinue their use whenever your society 
or any one else establish as a fact that they 
are adulterations or are deleterious in beer. 
Malted corn, potato starch, molasses and 
aloes are not used.“ 

In response to other inquiries, the signers 
say they are willing to have their beers tested 
chemically, and will permit an authorized 
ave.toftbe society to examine their books. 
They say, further, that none employ any 
substitute for hops, and decline to state how 
many barrels of beer each made last year 
“because the publication of statistics of this 
kind bas been found to foster unhealthy com- 

vetitioninthe trade.“ From two and one: 
ourth to two and three-fourths bushels of 
malt, and from one anda half totwoanda 
uarter pounds of hops, they say, are used to 
each barrel of beer. The “etock’’ lager is made 
during the winter months, Their beer is 
venerally fraan three to five months old—pre- 
sumably, though this is not stated, at 
time of sale. Few brewers blend their beer, 
new and old. Nearly all, it is said, sel! their 
oldest beer und aim to attainan age of at 
least three months. Thesigners all say they 
are Willing to swearto the truth of this infor- 
mation. They, then, in conviusion, mike 
the following explanation by request: 

“Having unswered your questions, we now 
make the explanation you desire, which may 
serve to correct some misapprebensions about 
Erupe sugar, or glucose (one and the same 
substance). and the part it plays in the munu- 
facture of beer. To do this, we briefly vive 
the facts about malting grain and converting 
the malt into beer—the hep being used for its 
tonic and bitter properties as well as to assist 
in clearing and keeping the beer. Al) grain 
containing starch may be malted, but barley 
is preferred for beer on account of its cheap- 
ness. The grain is moistened and thrown in- 
to heaps to germinate, which develops a sub- 
stance known us diastase, having the power 
to convert starch into the sugar necessary for 
the sustenance of the young plant. The 
malister arrests the germination by heat sv 
soon a8 the diastase is sufficiently developed. 
Thus the grain is converted into malt, which 
the brewer crushes and adds warm water at 
the proper temperature. The dias- 
tase in this infusion (mash) converts 
the starch of the malt into grape sugar 
(ciucose). It bas been definitely ascertained 
that the diastase present would convert more 
than tentimes as much starch as is contained 
in its own malt. Knowing this fact, brewers 
sometimes add fifteen to twenty per cent of 
corn-meal, Which contains a large propor- 
tion of starch, in lieu of that much malt. 
(orn is also prepared for brewers’ use by 
having the hull and chit removed in order to 
free it of its fatty oil. Rice, which contains 
from seventy-tive to eighty per cent of starch, 
is sometimes used to the amount of from ten 
to twenty per cent. Grape sugar (glucose) is 
made commeeially in this country from the 
starch of Indian corn. The corn, ground un- 
der water, is thoroughly disintegrated and 
the starch carefully separated, when it is 
well washed with water and converted into 
glucose by boiling with water containing three 
perecentofacid. After the conversion of the 
starch lo sugar, carbonate of lime is used to 
nettralize and so remove any free acid, depos- 
iting aninsoluble sulphate of lime, which 
seities to the bottom, and the pure solution 
of the glucose is decanted from it and 
run through animal charcoal filters, 
forthe purpose of clarification and decolor- 
ization, and then evaporated in vacuum 
pans tothe proper gravity; this last portion 
of the process is identical with that used in 
the manufacture of cane Sugar (sucrose), 
The grape sugar (glucose) is added to the 
beer. if added at all. as follows: The wort 
malt tes) is drawn off from the malt mash 
and pumped into the kettle, that it may be 
bolted, und the hops added. In order to ob- 
tain the full strength of the malt, the wort 
bas to be taken into the kettle too weak, 
making it necessary to boil it a long time in 
oider, by evaporation, to bring it to the 
proper gravity. Atthis stage some brewers 
add 2 sugar (glucose), therebv strength- 
ening their wort and saving that excessive 
boiling which might caramelize the sugar 
und make the beer too dark. Brewers who 
do not use glucose either save their last wort 
When it becomes weakened and use it in the 
next brewing or let it ren away. Glucose 
from Germany, made from potato starch, 
imported here, costs more than barley malt: 
and the same made in this country costs fully 
as much.

FALL FASHIONS. 


Glimpses at the New Plates—Something 
About Chevivts. 
From the New York Mail. 


In the first choice for walking dresses are 
the Scotch and English cheviots, which are 
imported this seasonin increased brilliancy 
of color, distiactively East Indian in the use 
of glowing tints, so modulated that they form 
what has been called the camel’s hair shawl, 
a neutral bloom. This effect of coloring of 
every varied shade, mingled together thread 
bv thread, is especially effective and hand- 
soue. One color usually predomiuates, gtvinz 
exch material one distinctive shade in spite 
61 its many tints. Thus navy biue,which has 
come 10 be almost as standard a color as 
black, may predominate ia some designs, or 
dark Hussian green, which promises to bea 
favorite this season, or bronze, acolor now 
seen in every conceivable combination aud 
shade. The brilliant mixed surface of these 
eheviots is varied by crossings of hair lines,of 
bronze, china blue or red. lu some of the 
designs a neutrals color ike slate predomin- 
ates un id the many glowing tints, Most of 
the cheviots are intended to be made iu plain 
sti lish dresses without combination, and the 
most tasteful models willbe in the simple 
tbongu exquisitely filling suits whieh ace 
made with the tailors’ tinish.”’ 
Nevertheless there are cheviot grounds 
Lo match these materials which 
are crossed by bands of plush plaid 
and stripes, and these silk plush stripes show 
ali the rich colors of the wool goods. This 
material is intended for trimming and mingles 
in the new designs for suits in the richest 
manner with the solid wool for trimming 
simpler dresses where trimming is desired. 
There are also cheviots in Roman coloring, in 
fine even-livne stripes in place of the wider 
broken stripes of last season, and broken 
cheviot plaids crossed by lines of gold, pale 
blue, Nile green and white. 

Less oftbe cross-over stripe is seen than 
Jast \ear, and that which is shown is eutirely 
novel in itseffect. Many patterns are dis- 
played, intensified by tinsel in bronze, 
metal, gold, silver or steel. This is placed iu 
tiny cords bordering the vivid lines of color. 
Imitating the cashmere beads of last season 
ure threads of tinsel in green, cardinal, blue 
or any of the varied shades of the dress ma- 
terial. Sometimes these cords of tinsel lie 
in clusters three or four together, an effect 
known as frost-wo k, andresembling an em- 
hroider in metal. 

The latest Parisian novelty is a fine plaided 
cheviot with raised threads like little knobs 
scattered over it, representing little buttons, 
and is called by the French button cloth. 

The new plates for autumn show a revival 
of the polonaise, a tendency toward some of 
the wsthetic ideas of the English school in the 
puffed sleeves and the clinging contours of 
the skirt. A great deal of shirring is seen on 
many of the figures. Sometimes the waist 
is fitted by shirring which reaches as high as 
the darts in front, and over the hips iu the 
form of a bodice. The upper part of the waist 
is laid in pleats to the neck. With this dress a 
hich collar is worn, and the sleeve from the 
clbow to theshoulder forms a full puff. 
Avain, a cheviot mixed camel’s-hair is made 
with a polonaise and the waist ist laid in ful 
shirring from the arm-syce to the neck. A 
puffed vest is scen in front,fine shirring at the 
waist, and the skirt of the garment is drawn 
back trom the front with a slight fullness on 
the hips and falls low at the back. A long- 
looped bow is placed in front three 
or four inches below the waist 
where the drapery is parted. The un- 
derskirt of this dress is laid in heavy 
kilt pleats and shows the novel use which is 
being made of the striped trimming mate- 
rials. It is formed of Russian green and gay 
mixed cheviot cashmere like the polonaise, 
unt the gay understripe is laid under the 
pleat and only snows with the movements of 
the wearer when the pleat falls apart. At rest 
the skirt bas the effect of a plain Rus sian 
green. 

A beautiful plum-colored India cashm>re 
is made with a smoothly-fitting poloniise. 


Ihe underskirt is formed of stripe plush and 


cashmere, the plush being uppermost in the 
pleating. The polonaise buttons diagonally 
from left to right, and a breadth of plush i- 
inserted diagonally in the front drapery. 
A simple roiling collar is at the neck and a 
band of plush forms the cuff. A _ cos- 
tume which may be classed among 
the antique styles, which show the 
effect of the English wsthetic school, 
is a dress of India cashmere in garnet. 
A band of shirring is atthe waist. The sleeves 
are puffed from the elbow to the shoulder 
but fit the arm closcly to the wrist, where, 
they are finished by a flowing rue. A high 
fraiz° of lace trims the neck and a full jabot 
is placed down the front. All the buttons 
scen on dresses are small and inconspicuous, 
and in many cases are covered by the trim- 
ming. There is no more tendency to bouffant 
styles than last scason. Some of the sleeves, 
instead of being puffed from the shoulder to 
the elbow, are puffed from the elbow to the 
wrist, and the upper part of the sleeve is 
plain. 


Scrubbing Washington. 
From the Philadelphia Times, August 20. 

The school children of the First District of 
Pennsylvania, whose nickels, over ten years 
ago, contributed to erect the statue of Wash- 
ington in front of Independence Hall, can 
contemplate inthe not remote future the 
possibility of the reduction of the marble 
eflizy of the immortal George to the attenua- 
tion of a slate pencil through the constant ef- 
fort to keep the maable ina spotless conii- 
tion. In 1878, when the statue looked badly 
streaked, workmen were hired who scraped 
and filed the marble. The result was that 
the tizure emerged white enough, but tinally 
turned almost as yellow as saffron. Irreverent 
street boys declared that George had “vot 
the yellow fever.’* The peculiar discolora- 
tion is believed to have been due to some 
chemical effect of coal gas from the neighbor- 
ing chimneys. Gradually the stone lost its 
nankeen color and became gray again. 
Several months ago a platform was 
reared and « couple of men with buckets of 
water and some whitish{substance scoured to 
the marble off and left it a pure white. It 
appeared from sundry placards that 
decorated the surrounding railingi that a 
powder polish company had done the reno- 
vation gratuitously. The renovation had 
scarcely been accomplished before the yellow 
tint once more diffused itself from the top of 
Washington’s peruke across his countenance, 
and thence cradually down the sbirt-frills to 
the surcoat and thence to the outer coat and 
then to the lean and hungry-looking stomach 
Which the sculptor bestowed upon the Father 
of his Country, and, tinallv, to the lees and 
buckled shoes. This sulphur stain endured 
a lang time, and the powderepolish man 
doubtless saw another grand opportunity for 
an ‘fadver.’’ The day before vesterday up 
went the platform aad show cards again, and 
sure enough by night-fall little ehatky rivu- 
lets had coursed their way down the eftigy. 
Yesterday the work Was completed and 
George bioomed forth yellower than ever. 
Ion much the statue will lose by abrasion if 
the cleansing is to bept up is a problem which 
the schoo! children can calculate. 

The President’s Next Danger.

A veritable Leg Show Patronized by 
the Elite.

Here is where people bathe in style, and 
here is where you see bathing-dresses that 
attract attention. There is no such bathing 
zroupd in tbe United States. Boston has 
beaches, and good ones—Nantucket beach es- 
pecially—but the water is too cod. People 
bathe at Newport, but it is too cold there, 
also, and the fogs are the bane of the piace. 
Atlantic City boasts of a long stretch of sand, 
but it is full of holes, and drowning accidents 
are numerous. A man by the name of Conk- 
ling bas donned his bathing suit and deigned 
to mix with the crowd at Long Branch. But 
there is an undertow which is dangerous. 
Cape May has the ideal beach on the coast. 
Sate? Yer, safe as a barn floor and as smooth. 
Coney Island, covered with dead cats and de- 
hris of all sorts, has no surf to compare with 
the Cape. It roils in from the broad Atlantic 
with nothing to hinder, and breaks in spark- 
ling foam upon the hard sand with the 
roar of a platoon of artillery or aclap of 
thunder just overhead. Nobody thinks of 
missing the bathing hour. Not much. He or 
she may prefer to remain ondrv land, but 
everybody is on the beach at midday, taking 
itallin. And there is lots to take in, too. 
A pbysiologist can study anatomy from the 
hosrd walk which shirts the beach without 
moving ten feet. His subjects will come to 
bim. and he can study the curves of nature to 
his beart’s content. People talk of the bal- 
let and the degeneracy of the stage.

Right here on Cape May’s 
beacb, sanctified by the customs of society, is 
the greatest l-l-leg show on earth. Tiere is 
nothing like it, and it is all free. Suppose 
a Chicago girl should give a gar- 
den party and invite a hundred or 
two of her acquaintances. male and 
female.

AN OJIBWAY DOG SOUP. 


‘he Fashionable Dish of the Indians of 
5 28 the Northwest. 
From the Toronto Globe Rat Portage Letter. 


As already intimated, the Indians had made 
up their minds to have a dog-feast yesterday, 
und they were not deterred from doing 80 Dy 
the fact. that they were disappointed by the 
carly departure of his Excellency. The, Ojib- 
ways have so many feasts, dances and other 
ceremonies incident to tbeir pagan belief 
that itis often very difficult for a stranger to 
make out just what a given ceremony hap- 
pens to be about. I was somewhat mystified 
as to what particular purpose the feast of 
vesterday was intended to serve. Their great 
feastoftbe sear, or, as their fashionable 
white sisters would put it, “the event of the 
season,’ is always the “‘white dog feast.“ 
Yesterday, bewever, dogs of any color an- 
swered their purpose. I have heard a great 
deal about these feasts, and possibly before I 
shall bave finished this tour through the 
Northwest I may be in a position to give 
some more definite and reliable information 
regarding these dog feasts than is now at- 
tainable, but for the present I shall describe 
the doings at the feast yesterday just as they 
would present themselves to a spectator. 

About 200 abled-bodied men were collected 
on a little point which constitutes the favorite 
camping-ground at the Narrows, and of 
course this would represent a total popula- 
tion present of probably not less than 500 
souls. There were no less than eighteen 
chiefs present, and altogether there was a 
large and fashionable gathering. Four dogs 
were selected to be sacrificed—two black, one 
vellow and one a sort of grizzied black, with 
white breast and paws. A large circle was 
formed, containiug some eighty or a hundred 
men, and within this sat Mawindobenesse in 
state. Not far from where he sat were two 
Indian drums, with about ten players for 
exch. Bebind these sat several sijuaws, as- 
sisting inthe singing, Which was carried on 
vigorously [rom time to time. One after 
another the wretched-looking dogs, with 
their front legs tied 5 to their throats with 
thongs of bark, were broughtin and thrown 
down vefore the Great Chief for his approval. 
It appeared that each one passed examina- 
tien successfully, if not to his own entire 
satisfaction, for as Mawindobtnesse nodded 
and grunted over each he was taken out and 
kiiled with one of those fancifully-finished 
Indian clubs, As soon as a dog was killed he 
was thrown on a fire outside the circle and 
allowed to remain there till all his hair was 
burned off and the hide charred and rolled 
up in black, crisp wrinkles. Ile was then 
taken off the tire, his entrails removed, and 
the curcase with the charred skin remaining 
on it cut up in pieces andthrown into a large 
camp-kettle to boil. 

As soon as the first dog was cooked the 
meat was fished out of the kettle, putinto a 
pail and carried into a ring along with some 
very indifferent preparation called by cour- 
tesy “bread’’ among the red men, but very 
closely resembling what the voyageurs used 
toecall „death bulls.“ When all this had 
been done, Mawindobenesse selected rather 
fashionably attired, ‘‘airy’’ looking young 
pagans, whose principal habiliments con- 
sisted of breechclouts and girdles of eagle 
feathers, and placed them at what were sup- 
posed to be the entrances on opposite sides of 
the circle. The medicine man then approached 
the plate of meat and dish of bread, and af- 
ter bowing himself almost to the ground over 
them several times, he danced’ sround them 
to the music of the drums. After 
this the „death bulls” and dog meat 
were assed around, but before any 
man had tasted his portion the medicine man 
went to each doorkeeper and breaking a piece 
off each one’s bread feditto him. The door- 
Leepers then danced around the food that 
was left in the dishes, and then went around 
to the chiefs, feeding each with his own bread 
or ment. just as they bad been fed by the 
medicine man. The feast was now fairly be- 
gun, and dancing became general. After a 
time the dog soup, or the water in which the 
dog had been boiled, was brought in and 
served out, most of the men and women 
drinking it with the keenestrelish. It was a 
noticeable fact, however, that some of the 
younger members of the band, both male and 
female, declined to taste either the dog meat 
or the dog soup. There were only a very 
few, however, even among the voung people, 
who appeared to be at all fastidious about it.

her most Christian Majesty isabella II., and 
the Governor-General of the princtvality, 
Baron de Boyer de Saint Suzanne, who ‘as 
dispatched by his Highness to express his 
sympathy with the family of one who, not- 
withstanding her humble origin and the very 
Objectionable sources of her fortune, has 
managed to unite both her daughters to gen- 
tlemen whose names figure in the Almanach 
de Gotha. Mme. Blanc was a most benevo— 
lent woman. She liked, perhaps, that her 
right hand should know what her left hand 
did, but this was of small consequence, as, if 
her muniticence was somewhat ostentatious, 
it was none tbe less royai, and her memory 
must be always venerated by the manv of 
whom she was the benefactress. She was 
ambitious, too. Her children’s mar- 
riages opened a good number of 
doors which would have remained piti- 
lessly closed on the relict of M. Blanc, not- 
Withstanding her active charity during the 
war, When she spent enormous sums on 
the French hospitats and in relieving the 
wants of the hapless prisoners across the 
Rhine, and not a fortnight before her demise 
a report was current|that the last scion of one 
of the proudest house in the noble Faubourg 
had offered to ex@iaange his closed crown for 
All her wealth 
goes to her three children, and as a great part 
of her mcome came from her share in the 
Monaco establishment, it is presumable that

THE GENESIS OF SLANG. 


Some of the Popular Phrases of By- 
gone Days—‘Trite Expressious. 
From the New York Star. 


The tendency of Americans is and has been 
for any years toward quaint and expressive 
“Jape” for the terse expression of thought. 
A tew years ago it was popularly supposed 
that only the lower classes of society indulged 
in this form of expression, but it seems at 
}resent to pervade all grades, and the young 
lndv of Murray Hill will talk of tips“ at 
Jerome Park in a most nonchalant way, and 
suggest that you “take a tumble” or “give us 
a rest,” with the most ingrain of Gotham’s 
coarser wordlings. 

Tracing these popular slang phrases to their 
origin constitutes an interesting study and 
often leads the explorer into the deepest 
depths of literature. Doubtless thousands 
of persons have heard the expression, What 
will Mrs. Grundy say?“ yet not one in a thou- 
sand is aware that it is found in the first 
scene of the first act of Morton’s favorite 
comedy, “Speed the Plough.’’ Too thin“ is 
often heard when the hearer wishes to ex- 
press a disbelief in a story, and it may be 
found in »Peregrine Pickle,’’ which was 
published in London in 1761. The expression 
is also to be found in Sbakspeare’s **‘Heavy 
VIII.,“ scene I. of act V. All cry and no 
weol,” avery common slang expression, is 
traced directly to canto I., part 1. of Butler’s 
„H udibras.“ The original reads: 

“Or shear swine, all cry and no wool.” 

For the very often heard expression.“ What 
are you giving me? —indicative of disbelief— 
no less a source than the Bible is responsible. 
It may be found in the thirty-eighth chapter 
of Genesis. 5 

By slightly twisting the words “in pejus 

ruere,” in that good old Latin author Virgil 
we arrive at the saying, “to go to the bad.“ 
„He's a brick,’’ indicates that the person 
spoken of is a **good fellow,“ and dates from 
an expression of King Agesilaus, who, on a 
certain occasion, pointing to his army said: 
“They are the walls of Sparta. Every man 
you see is a brick.“ 
„ There’s millions in it“ comes from Mark 
Twain’s novel The Gilded Age,” and Bret 
Harte is responsible for“ Ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain.“ Manv of the slang 
phrases in use are local. New Yorkis respon- 
sible for“ Lou bet your boots,“ “Yes, sir-ee, 
horse- fly,“ Knights of the greeu cloth’’ and 
a thousand like expressions. 

Twenty-five years ago one of the popular 
phrases was *Syksey, take the butt.’? It had 
its origin in an expression by Frank Chanfrau 
as Mose in Life in New Vork,“ a very pop- 
ular play of that period. By a large major- 
ity’? is found in Woolf's play of“ The Mighty 
Dollar.“ “Step down and out“ is attributed 
10 Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. and Not for 
Joe” is the refrain of a London concert-hall 
song which was very popular ten years ago. 
‘**Dog-gone it“ was born in Indiana. 

From the immortal Shakspeare a great 
amount of slang is derived. In „Othello,“ 
the bard speaks of ‘‘crocodile’s tears;” he 
also speaks of a party,“ and from the excla- 
mation of Ilamlet, Lou cannot play upon 
me,“ comes. Lou can’t play that on me,’’ 
meaning that the person does not accept the 
truth of thestory, He's gone on her,’’is 
only another way of putting Polonius’ words 
regarding Hamlet's love for Ophelia, that he 
„was gone, far gone.“ 

“Giving him taffy’ is popularly supposed 
to be of recent origin, but it is really 200 
vears old, and has been in use in London for 
fu.ly that period. 

Among the men of note of the past decade 
who have contributed to the slang of the pe- 
riod may be mentioned Andrew Johnson, 
whose promise, *1’ll be your Moses,“ is still 
heard. “Shoo fly’? was original with Ben 
Butler, as applied to Hon. S. 8. Cox; On 
the ragged edge“ is the offspring of Ily- 
mouth’s pastor; Gone where the woodbine 
twineth’’ was invented by Jim Fisk; To 
bell across lots” belongs to Brigham Young; 
„Where it would do the most good’’ came 
from Oakes Ames, when speaking of Credit 
Mobilier stock; The almighty dollar“ may 
be found in Irving’s works, and “Truthful 
James’’ comes from Bret Harte. The regu- 
lar lum tum prepah capah’’ was evolved from 
the intellectual true inwardness of Archy 
Gordon, a feuilletonist and journalist of this 
city. 

The following conversation between 4 
couple of newsboys in Park rowe will give an 
idea of the American form of the English 
language as improved up to date. 

“T told ‘that rooster’ to hump himself.“ 

„Did he acknowledge the corn?’ ” 

“You bet.“ If he hadn’t l'd just put a 
mansard over his eye.’ ”’ 

„Hold your horses,’ ‘he’s on his musele,’ 
and could ‘lay you out.“ 

Not muck.’ He's only a ‘toddy blossom,’ 
and ‘hangs up his;landlord.’ ”’ 

„That's ‘small potatoes,“ and if I was his 
landlord I’d ‘sit down on him.“ “ 

That would be the ‘correct thing.’ You 
see he’s a ‘bad egg,’ and Pll ‘make it warm 
fot him,’ ‘don’t you forget it.’ ” 

All right; let's take a nip.’ ” 

„Have Jon gu. ‘the necessary” ” 

“Yes, met an old chap who was ‘dead 
gone’ on piety, and | played ‘innocent,’ and 
he come down with the ‘rhino.’ ““ 

It is estimated that two-thirds of the slang 
now in use originated with English tramps 
and thieves and Enghsb writers. 

Among thieves there isa distinct class of 
slang which is in quite common use. They 
denominate a sentence of imprisonment as 
Lair and exercise,” and call a drunk a“ ball,“ 
A penitentiary is known as a “boarding 
school’? and a surgeon is termed a “boneset- 
ter.“ Money is known among them as 
„chink,“ and a policeman as a cop.“ Dar- 
bies“ are hand-cuffs: “earth bath’? is a grave 
and ‘*eternity box“ is the appropriate name | 
for a coflin. Hemp is denominated ‘neck 
weed ;” a slungshot is called a *“*neddy,” while 
the bead is known as the **pimple.” 

When a man dies he is said to, have “kicked 
the bucket,” and when he is buried he is said 
to have been “put to bed with a shovel.“ 

By means of this slang the thieves of vari- 
ous countries can talk to each other under- 
standingly, although ignorant of the language 
of the country in which they happen to be. 
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A Very Strange Genius. 
Frein the Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin. 

A strange and curiously interesting charac- 
ter passed through this city Saturday evening 
inthe person of Warren Chase, who is on his 
Way to the National Spiritual Convention, 
now in session at Chautauqua Lake, New 
York. Inearly years Mr. Chase was one of 
the most widely known men not only in this 
vicinity. but in the Northwest. He settled 
in Southport (now Kenosha) forty-four years 
ago. He also residedin Milwaukee in the 
long ago, where he was known as a man of 
the most weird and vrotesque genius. 
In 1810 he became one of 
the founders of the Wisconsin 
Phalanx, a congregation of men and women 
who had all things except children in com- 
mon, and who settled at whatis now Ripon 
Wis.,to carry out the idea of community of 
interests asthen advocated by Fourier and 
Horace Greeley. The large ‘old balconied 
house, erected by the society in the center of 
a Wide plazza, is still standing in Ripon 
though much decayed. This F ourierite ore 
canization, as it was called, was a tinancial 
success, and would have heen e to-day 
— — if peculiar social 4 
crept into its practical managemen arren 
Chase was then the king of the 5 — 
and fell in with those peeuhar which 
destroyed the organization,

Hiram S. Town, new Postmaster at Ripon:

Kutchin, editor of the Fond du Lac Common- 
wealtb, and a few others not generally known 
to the public. Among the dead members are 
numbered Louis P. Harvy, Ebenezer Childs 
and several others who were distinguished 
men in the State and nation. 

Mr. Chase was à member of both Constitu- 
tional Conventious of Wisconsin; a member 
of the first State Senate; candidate for Goy- 
ernor on the Free Soil ticket of 1850 and a del- 
egate to the National Convention of 1852. In 
1852 he left the State; afterward was a dele- 
gate to tke National Convention from Wis- 
consin, and on the sixty-seventh anniversa 
of his birth, on January 5, 1880, took his seat 
for three years as a member of the Senate of 
California, from Santa Barbara. 

Mr. Chase was the author of one of the 
strangest books ever in print. It was called 
**The Life-Line of the Lone One’’—the title 
meaning to him, what was generally accepted 
as a fact, that he never had a father ora 
mother. 

All the old settlers of Milwaukee and the 
State, who probably thought that strangest of 
all strange geniuses was dead, will remember 
at once what is here recalled of Warren Chase, 
a man still engaged, as he was for forty years, 
in public life, publishing a newspaper, form- 
ing new parties and working social reforms,

The Men Who Have Been Fighting 
Death at the White House.

I met a prominent surgeon with a United 
States commission—a man of general ac- 
quaintance, of fine medical education, and 
of a just mind. Said I to bim: „Has there 
becn anything lacking in the President's med- 
ical advice?“ 

‘‘Notbing whatever,“ he said. No man 
ever fought death with a more representative 
body of doctors around him, men of large ex- 
perience, fine science, and with their whole 

ride enlisted in bis behalf. If Garfield dies 

e will die because it could not be helped, and 
I do not think that honorable men in the pro- 
fession say other than this. There are a 
few men, “ continued the doctor, Whose 
critical faculty is always morose, and some 
others who belong to a clique in the army 
and navy that are using the press, and even 
venturing themselves into publicity in rebuke 
of those six good men who ure trying to save 
Garfield. Now, Dr. Bliss, whatever they 
may say about his business and professional 
errors in the past, is not as much ofa charia- 
tan as Dr. Hammond. I say this,“ continued 
the Doctor, with a very complete knowledge 
of both men. I don’t all Hammond a char- 
latan because he administers quack medi- 
eines, but because he makes extravagint 
cbarges op laymen for doing nothing more 
for them than anv plain doctor would do at 
common rates for visit and prescription. 
Hammond makes $60,000 a vear, itis under- 
stood, giving medical advice which is 
not worth 510,000 a year. I call that 
sort of man a charlatan, because he is getting 
his inerease out of the needs of his fellow- 
citizens. Yet he rushes to the front to con- 
demn Dr. Bliss, who is poor, and who has 
worked like a dog at Garfield’sside. Ihave 
my doubts whether the medical records will 
show any case of a man who has lost his sieep 
and yet kept his nerve as much as Bliss. 
Bliss was not a good deal of a man, physically 
und mentally, this picking at him under the 
circumstances would bave broken him down 
long ago. Such a wound as Gartield received 
Was next to a condemnation to die in the first 
place. Nothing but the best class of attention 
and knowledge has kept him up.’’ 

„Has not competition to get control of the 
surgical department of the army had some- 
thing to do with all these criticisms, Doctor?“ 

“Yes. Hammond eis a reckless man with 
his tongue and his opinions, and, baving been 
long iu the army, ruling things when thou- 
sands of doctors were wanted by the Govern— 
ment, he got too big for bis breeches. 
Tbough he was put out of the army on 
charges, he has been one of the principal 
supporicrs of Wales, now chief surgeon of 
the navy. He put Wales into the chief place 
inthe navy, and now heis trying to push 
Baxterinto the chief place in the army. I 
think you will find they are all three looked 
upon as charlatans.““ 

‘*There is not in the United States a more 
corservative surgeon,“ continued the Doctor, 
„than Agnew, of Philadelphia. He is one of 
those men whose equipoise is perfect. He 
does not fear to apply the knife, and run it 
deep, when necessary, no matter what the 
social grade of the patient. Yet he spares 
the knife, unless there is occasion forit. His 
practice has been among people in social life 
hardly inferior to the President. Therefore 
he has never been wanting in ail the require- 
ments of this case, and, as far as I under- 
stand, he has approved of what Dr. Bliss has 
done before he came, while Bliss has deferred 
to him and [[amiltan with modesty. Those 
six men have had no differences among each 
other. It will become one of the scandals of 
our time that a little coterie of se!f-seekers 
endeavored to disturb the hope and confi- 
dence of their fellow citizens by making Gen. 
(;arfield’s misfortune an occasion of public 
clamor.’?

If a girl has friends on the outside 
who are anxious to get her back to a life 
of shame, if the poor girl herself suf- 
fers from the natural despondency 
and hopelessness which attends every 
every effort at reform and despairingly wishes 
to throw herself back into the mire, there 
is no power to stay her. There is no law to 
say to the woman, you shall not commit mor- 
al suicide. On the contrary, the girl finds 
tacilis est descensus Averni. Something 
should be done to give this reformatory more 
power. It is a known fact that if girls can be 
kept away from vicious companions and re- 
sorts for a year or two their reclamation is 
almost certain to be effective, but if with the 
first fit of depression they can undo all that 
has been done for them there is no use in 
making the effort for their salvation. In other 
protectorates there is legal authority for de- 
taining the beneficiaries, and it should be so in 
this case too. The Sisters of the Good Shep-

Mr. J. A. Newman, one of the leading citi- 
zens of Eureka Springs, Arkansas, and pro-

Another Massacre. 
TUCSON, ARIZONA, August 23.—The Sher- 
iff, just arrived from Deming, reports that 
not less than twenty-tive settlers have been 
killed fifteen miles north of ENutt's Station 
within ten days by the Mescalero Apaches, 
The Indians are now moving south on Chi- 
huahua. They crossed the Southern Pacific 
Railroad fourteen miles east of Gage last night 
about seventy-tive strong. This morning 
a hundred soldiers and fifty Indian scouts 
struck the trail and are in close pursuit. The

the Empire State of the South and witness 

the opening of the International Exposition, 
which will be of exceeding interest. Now, 
the question naturally arises, in what way 
can these people be entertained during this 
period’ This is easily answered. There are 
scores of scenes and objects of interest along 
the line of the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
and the country adjacent to the line that can- 
not but afford ample food for inspection ond 
study, as man; of these scenes are of historic 
interest while others are beautiful and enter- 
taining. .

under the track of the Western and Atlanta 
Railroad about ove hundred yards from the 
station. 

Here, upon these lands,now undergoing fine 
cultivation, the contending armies of the late 
war fought «ne of the most warmly contested 
batiles. Around about the station can still 
be seen relics of the strife at that point. 
Tunnel Hillis the next point of interest to 
the eyes of the traveler.

Dalton comes in next for its share of notorie- 
tv.

Dalton is thirty-four miles 
from Chattanooga and one hundred miles 
from Atlanta. The city was founded in 186.

The name was afterwards 
changed to Dalton in honor of Triston Dal- 
ton, an eminent merchant of Vermont. Sev- 
eral bold streams flow through Whittieid 
county, furnishing tine water power. The 
East Tennessee Line to Knoxville taps the 
Western andtAtlantic Railroad at this point. 
Tilton, Fort Mountain and Cohutiah Springs 
are also places of interest in this locality. A 
few miles furtber on and we come to Resaca, 
a smail town eighty-four miles from Atlanta, 
Situated just below the confluence of the 
Connesauga and Coosawatta rivers, which 
form the (ostanaula. The Indian town of 
New Echota, the capital of the Cherokee Na- 
tion, was once located here, and it was on this 
place where tbe chiefs of the Nation sigued 
the sy oa by Which their country was deed- 
ed to the United States. In the mountains of 
the Blue Ridge, which lie to the north and 
east of Resacu, immense quarries of inarbie 
are being worked, while the fine tic!ds located 
around the town are remodeled battie-tields, 
here and there being seen ample proof that

Three miles from here is the 
famous saltpetre cave, the Mammoth Cave of 
Georgia, Whose wild, weira-like attractions } 
are Unsurpassed, especially when its ponder- 
ous columns glitter like silver and glass as 
they reflect the dazziing rays emitted by a 
toreh or locomotive  head-light. Here 
visitors may promenade at will throuch 
arcades supported by innumerable 
fancifully-sbaped columns, which flare back 
sombre hues from the brilliant light, 
roam delivhtedly from room to room through 
the subterranean labyrinths, or enjoy terp- 
Sichorean festivities in the Grand Indian 
Dancing-room, tifty fect long and wide and 
twenty feet high, which, lighted at the sides 
by a lovomotive head-light, pre— 
sents a Scene of indescribable splendor. 
Balls und coneerts are frequently given here. 
which never fai! to attract the attention of 
Strangers. Leaving Kingston,a short track | 
of sixteen miles will take visitors to Rome, a | 
thriving and prosperous town located at the | 
intersection of the Coosa and Oostanonla 
rivirs. Rome is situatedin what is known 
as the Coosa Valley, und in this vallev ‘the 
very best cotton is raised. Coosa cotton has 
anational reputation for beauty of color and 
length of staple. It ünds steady sale at the 
very highest figures. The valley is as rich as 
Creum, and two bales to the acre have fre- 
quently been made there. This valley is one 
ofthe most beautiful in the State, and the 
mountain on the opposite side of the river 
from Rome is covered on all sides, from the 
summit to the base, wich stones, marking 
the resting- place of the dead. Several ex- 
tensive factories are in operation here, 
and three or four cotton presses are running 
constantly during the season, 

Coming on in the direction of Atlanta the 
fast train soon lands us at Carterville. This 
is the hot-bed of the Independent Democrat- 
tc paity ofthe State. Dr. W. II. Felton, tne 
moet prominent Independent of the State, 
who served two terms in Congress as the 
member from the Seventh, resides here. He 
is Dow out of politics and is devoting bis time 
to the cause of religion. Carterville, be 
sides being the political bub of the Seventh, 
ie also & progressive little city. Near it ev 
eral important enterprises are in successful 
operation. Quitea number of buildings are 
now being erected there, which, when co n- 

leted, will constitute the Georgia Car 

orks. This enterprise will be under he id- 
Way atan carly day,and whea in oprration 
the company will turn out over one bundred 
freight cars per month and has now orders 
for more care thauitcan fill in a year. A 
branch road from Carterville, twenty-six 
miles in length, will convey visitors throurh 
one ofiberichest sections of the State to 
Cedartown, where immense iron works are 
Dow in operation. A. G. West, a prominent 


New Yorker, is the proprietor of this en- 
terprise and owns the 
Cherokee Ralfroad, ich line conveys 


bie iron t6 Atlante, from waich 
— ie shipped. Marietta js tbe next at- 
rective and interesting poot along the live. 
At Marriettaix ocated one of 
the National Ceinteries. In this 
cemetery there ure buried 13,- 
000 Federal soldiers; the names ot 10.000 are 
upon head-stones and the names of the re- 
taining number are unknown. The head- 
stones show that a larce majority of those 
there are from the West aad Norvh- 


acres, are kept in excellent order by James 
. Hughes, the sexton, who resides within 
the enclosure with his family. He is at all 
times on hand ready and willing to answer 
questions and give information to visitors. 
Running through the grounds are several 
handsome drives and walks, while the ceme- 
tery, which has rather a park-like appear- 
ance on account of its beauty, is covered with 
grass and terraced with most exquisite taste. 
Cannon and pyramids of cannon balls orna- 
ment the center of the grounds and add much 
to their attractiveness. Other scenes of in- 
terest abound in this locality. One fact that

Features of Police Systeme 
Which Struck Him 
Favorably. 


Wherein the St. Louis Department May 
Be Improved. 


“Ferd. Kennet, St. Louis, Mo.,“ no longer 
decorates the blotters of the Eastern hotels. 
The Chief of Police is home again. He showeu 
his genial physiognomy inthe corridor at the 
Four Courts this morning, and immediately 
there was a levee, acting chief, captains, 
detectives, sergeants, patrolmen and all 
turning out to shake hands. The head of the 
department looks well bronzed, but a little 
thin. The water didn’t agree with him” 
altogether and he found bimself§ obliged to 
call a halt on hospitalities several 
times during his absence. That the 
Chief while recreating has employed his eyes 
and ears froma professional standpoint, is 
pretty evident. Cincinnati was his first 


stopping place. 
„They're a fine body of menjthere,’’ he said, 


taking up the story of his travels at the re- 
quest of a PostT-DIsPATCH reporter, ‘‘and 
under excellent discipline. It is the munici- 
pal sy#%tem, and Mayor Means takes a great 
deal of pride in the force. They would have 
killed me with good treatment if I 
had letthem have their own way. After 
Cincinnati came Pittsburg. They manage 
police business there rather curiously. There 


sre a hundred and eighty men on the force, 
and the department runs itself.“ 
THE PITTSBURG SYSTEM. 

The Chief langhed at the recollection. 
„Why, they leave the station-houses from 
eleven to five without anybody in 
charge—lock the doors. All the patrol- 
men carry keys, and when an arrest 
is made the officer takes his man to the sta- 
tion, unlocks the door and shuts bim up. 
When the — comes around he has to go 
rough the station and find out 
for himself Who the prisoners 
are. The worst element thePitts- 
burg force Fas to deal with is the mill men. 
It looks like 4 pretty loose wav of doing 
things, but the P,*teburg police seem to give 
satisfaction.”

TYE PATROL WAGONS. 

„Mes, there is a system of patrol wagons in 
operation in Chicago, recently inaugurated, 
that I shall try my best to get adopted here. 
It is the best thing in the way of police inno- 
vation I found while Iwas away. Chicago is 
the only city which has it, and the cost is very 
smali compared with the benefits. I Would 
rather have this in operation in our Central 
and Third Districts than a hundred new 
men. It would be worth more to us. The 
system embraces police wires and alarm 
boxes on the lamp-posts. There will -be 
two or three boxes on a beat. 
All reputable citizens are civen 
keys to these boxes. Thus, an office 
can open the boxes and call for assistance. or 
if he is engaged a citizen can do it. The sig- 
nal for assistance is conveyed te 
the nearest station- house, and im- 
mediately appears the patrol wagou, made 
somewhat on the pattern of our Salvage Corps 
wagon, With steps in the rear and seats on 
the sides. The horses are kept in stalls as 
the fire-engine horses are and hitched up at 
the signal, much of the time-saving apparatus 
employed at the engine-houses being in use 
for the police patrol. Three officers accom- 
pany the wagon on the trip. It would aston- 
ish you to see 
THE TIME THEY MAKE. 

I stood away out on Van Buren street one 
day, as far from the station-house as Sev- 
enth and Carr is from the Four Courts. 
The signal was given from the box, and in 
just two minutes and forty seconds the wagon 
was there. Whenever an arrest is made at 
any distance from the station-house, the 
patrol wagon 1s called and the prisoner taken 
charge of. In this way the officer need not 
leave the beat. If there is no particular haste 
for the wagon, the officer gives a second signal 
and then communicates with the station 
by the telephone with which each 
box is furnished,giving the purpose for which 
the wagon is wanted. Further than this the 
officers report totheir respective station- 
houses from different parts of their beats 
through this system, thus showing just where 
they are. It serves as a watch on the officer 
and does much of the work of the patrolling 
sergeant. They have had only a short trial of 
the system in Chicago, but would not be 
without it. After using a few 
patrol wagons in one section of the city they 
have ordered a complement for every station- 
house. Chicago has 500 men, and about 
three-fourths of them are on duty at night. 
Their force is scant in numbers, but the pa- 
trol system makes up for that.“ 

**Do you think you can get the patrol wag- 
ons adopted bere?’ 

„Well, I shall urge it, for it impressed me 
as the most admirable improvement in the 
way of police business I saw.’’

An officer is on 
duty eight hours and then is kept at the sta- 
tion fourzhours, during which time he may 
sleep or pass the time as he chooses, unless 
called on. In Boston they have an all-day pla-

In all the station-houses 
there are comfortable bed-rooms. Each offi- 
cer has his own bed, and usually two sleep in 
aroom. These sleeping quarters in Ba!ti- 
more are lhuxuriantly fitted They have 
finely carpeted rooms, marble washstands, 
bath- rooms and all the conveniences you can 
imagine. Indeed, of all the places I visited 
I think the Baltimore policeman’s lot comes 
nearest to ‘a happy one.’ ”’

The Chicago patrol wagon 
meets all this with a very light reserve, but 
next to that a body of men always on hand at 
the station-housei: desirable. There is hard- 
ly any limit tothe benefits derived from the 
patrol wagon. They go to fires and carry 
ropes, so that before th> engines are fairly at 
work the street barriers are 
up and the crowd is kept back. They 
carry bandcuffs and indeed a 
complete outfit of everything for which use 
ecaun be found.

The condition of litigation has been a sore 
subject for some time past among the legal 
fraternity. With a roll of 800 the St. Louis 
bar furnishes a problem which few cities can 
present. A marked decline in new business 
and a most.discouraging outlook, it was gen- 
erally believed, would have the effect of 
depleting the ranks, but the bar to-day is 
more crowded than ever, and the swelling 
numbers suggest the inquiry: How in the 
name of fortune do all these fellows manage- 


to pull through the year? Kansas and Col 
orado for three years — brve drawn a fair 
supply of legal talent from the St. Louis fold. 
but the draft has been in no proportion to 
the accession at regular intervals from the 
law schools and from Southwestern eitie-. 
Tennessee has contributed in no small meas- 
ure to the swelling tide of barristers here 
and men from all parts of the country who 
aim at a commercial’ practice have been in- 
duced to regard St. Louis as a grand 
center of prosperity for lawyers 
in that particular branch. Some

John Murphy Tries That Highway to 
the Hereafter This Morning. 


About 6:30 o’clock this morning John Mur- 
phy stood at the edge of the Illinois wharf- 
boat, at the footof Market streeet, looking 
into the river. The receiving clerk saw him, 
and, surmising from the attitude of the man 
that he was about to leap into the water, 
shouted to him to et away from there.” 
Murphy looked around hurriedly,and, swiftly 
peeling off his coat before the 
clerk could reach him, jumped 
into the stream. His coat followed him. 


He came to the surface once, and then, in the 
language of the police report, sank and was 
seen no more.“ 

Murphy is described by the clerk as a man 
of about 23 or 24 yearsof age, about 5 feet 
S inches in height, with dark brown hair and 
light moustache. His coat, which was fished 
out of the river, was found to contain about 
adozen letters and a ten cent song book 
which was opened atthe charming canticle, 
Mary Ann, III tellyour Ma.“ The letters 
revealed the name of the suicide, and gave 
the further information that Murphy had 
left New Orleans under rather 
hasty and mysterious circumstances 
about threemonths ago. The earliest letters 
are addressed to 95 West Fifth street, Cincin- 
nati, the others to 231 Sevond street, this 
city. He, had been in St. Louis since the 
latter part of July. Ali the letters are from 
7 mother except one which is signed 
“Sophie Menken,“ who was evidently his 
sweetheart as she complained of her lone- 
someness and of his dilatoriness in writing 
to her, saying that she had to call at his 
mother’s house every week to hear from him. 
In all of the mother’s letters there is evidence 
that Murphy hurried fromthe mouth towards 
the head of the Mississippi to escape 
punishment for some offense against 
There is also a suggestion of Mur- 
phy’s poverty in every one of the missives 
and of his entire dependence upon his rela- 
tives in the Crescent City. His motheris al- 
ways calhng up the subject of money and 
upon her own and 
ber son’s lack of the needful. 
There are several of these epistles, the last 
dated August 15. Nothing more is said about 
“the Quinn case,“ which is men- 
tioned in former ones, and 
nothing is said about John’s returning 
home. 

The police tried te ascertain something 
about urphy’s career in St. Louis; 231 
Second street” did not prove a productive 
clew. At No. 10 North Levee, a Swedish 
boarding-house, the wife of the proprietor 
said a boarder, who was a stranger in the 
house, had jeft early in the morning, after 
telling everybody that he was going to jump 
into theriver. This is all that is known of John 
Murphy,whose body is now ourneying down- 
stream towards his New Orleans home.
